Rev. G. H. Cobbledick, pastor of 
St. Paul’s Methodist church, Calgary, 
died in. the general hospital at 7.15 
o’clock Wednesday night from Injur- 
fes received when the Ford coupe he 
was driving was wrecked following a 
collision with a street car at a tem- 
porary crossing near the new Imperial 
Oil refinery site. According to eye- 
witnesses of the accident Mr. Cobble- 
dick’s car stalled on the street car 
tracks when he attempted to cross in 
front of an east bound car going at a 
hig hrate of speed. The Ford car was 
carried 80 feet on the cow catcher of 
the street car and completely demol- 
mished. Mr. Cobbledick’s head was 
crushed terribly, and he died two 
hours afterwards from a fractured 
skull, E. W. Jones, manager of the 
Alberta stockyards, who was riding 
with him, escaped without a scratch.

When patents have been issued the 
persons wishing to change their loca- 
tion may re-convey their — original 
homesteads back to the Crown free of 
all encumbrances and they are then 
allowed to select a like area of va- 
cant and available dominion land in 
another district and receive — title 
therefore after performing the usual 
duties, : 

Where a person has not only ex- 
hausted his homestead rights but has 
also encumbered his property beyond 
all hope of redemption the minister 
of the interior may, in his discretion, 
grant such person authority to select 
another homestead which shall be 
set apart for him provisionally await- 
ing the necessary legislition provid: 
ing for the terms under which a pa- 
tent to the new homestead may be 
earned. 

Where a person has not yet earned

Seaboard to Foreign Market 

The transportation of American 
wheat to Europe became of great im- 
portance about the middle of the 19th 
century, Europe's decreased — cereal 
production and the inereased prefer- 
ence for wheat over rye as a bread 
making cereal provided America with 
her opportunity, This extremity of 
Europe for wheat, the laying of the 
j Atlantic cable, the introduction of the 
method of commercial grading — of 
grain, and the adoption of modern 
transportation methods, have all been 
instrumental in developing the wheat 
‘growing industry of the United States 
fand Canada.

Montreal—It- was annovneed at 
the head office of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway at Windsor Street 
Station here, that free transporta- 
tion would be grantel by that Com- 
pany to all relief supplies for the 
sufferers from forest fires in 
Northern Ontario when consigned 
to the Cobalt Relief Commission, at 
Cobalt, Ontario, These supplies will 
be accepted by ‘the railway at any 
point on the Canadian Pacific sys- 
tem, and will be: rushed forward 
without delay. 


Winnipeg—From September 1 to 
October 5, the C.P.R. has marketed 
68,272,864 bushels of grain, accord- 
ing to a statement issued at the local 
offices, During the same period 
35,484 cars were loaded, which is the 
equivalent to 51.180,789 bushels. 
The previous highest figures re- 
corded were in 1915, when the com- 
pany marketed 32,028,000 bushels 
and loaded 22,472 cars, which is 
equal to 29,887,760 bushels.

| Chris Marker, covering the grading of 
cream and butter for the five sum- 
mer months this year, he shows that 
the provisional cream) graders, sta- 
tioned at. forty-three — creameries, 
classified 23,650,146 pounds of cream 
containing 7,985,508 pounds of butter 
fat, or an average of 29.6 per cent of 
i butter fat. Of this average, 29 per 
{ cent of butter fat was contained in 
“special” grade cream, 38.3 per cent in 
first grade cream, 30.1 per cent in 
second grade cream, one per cent in 
off-grade and 1.6 per cent in table 
{grade cream. From these figures it 
jwill be seen that slightly less than a 
third of the cream was graded higher 
than “firsts.” 

About sixty per‘cent of the total 
creamery butter produced in the pro- 
vince was graded at Edmonton and 
Calgury and a comparative statement 
as to the better grade this year is 
made from these two stations.
